IRISH FISHING VESSELS. 


DUBLN, GALWAY AND 
BELFAST TYPES, 


Some space is devoted to Irish vessels by 
Mr. Fran C. Bowen, in an article on the 
British Fishing Industry, appearing in 
The Navy. 

Irish coast types, writes Mr. Bowen, vary 
from the curragh or canoe, which is closely 
allied to the coracle, and which is still used 
in. some remote parts, to the very distinct 
local types, like the Galway “hooker” or 
the Belfast ‘* yawl.”’ 


Many of these types were imported; the 
first deep-sea trawlers to work out of Dublin 
in 1818 ‘were Brixhain smacks which had 
been a for the purpose, manned by 
Brixham fishermen to teach thé Dublin men 
the business. 

At Wexford there was the “‘ herring cot,” 
double-ended, flat-bottomed, with a small 
keel forwasd and aft and a centreboard, her 
three masts being rigged with spritsails and 
a jib. The rig was specially well suited for 
working their way over the shoals in the 
neighbourhood. Kinsale, once famous for its 
line fishery, had ‘‘ hookers’’ which were 
noted for their seaworthiness. 

A number of second-hand luggers were. im- 
ported into Carlingford when the: herrin 
fishery there was developed in the early 19t 
century, while Howth had large herring 
boats of 55-40 tons, each accompanied by a 
six-ton yawl to fish her nets. 

The Belfast “ yawls " -vere built in every 
size from 12 to 5O feet, the larger ones hav- 
ing two masts with the shorter forward. 
These masts-were stayed well forward and 
carried rather a peculiar primitive lugsail 
rig. their Norse origin being very noticeable.

JEKYLL AND HYDE STORY. 


A fire took place at 22 Charlotte street on 
the night of 29th January, 1933, or the morn- 
ing of the Oth January. That was a simple 
statement of fact, but behind it lay an amaz- 
ing story, said counsel. It was a story 
reminiscent of Jekyll and Hyde; a story of a 
man with a dual existence in this country, 
and a third existence outside it. It was a 
story of fraud such as one might associate 
with a detective novel, but which one could 
scarcely expect in the prosaic surroundings of 
Charlotte street. The story did not depend 
merely on oral testimony; the facts would be 
found in documents over the signature of the 
accused man. In the first place the accused 
man was William Henry Coleman, of the 
Scientific Electrical Works, 22 Charlotte 
street; he was also Charles Robbins, investor 
and speculator,- whose address was in care 
of ose. works; and he was also 
Dr. Alexander Anderson, the high light and 
principal of an electro-therapeutic establish- 
ment, at 25 Merrion. square. As Charles 
Robbins he bought in large -quantities stocks, 
shares and securities, which he wanted for 
himself us Coleman; as Anderson he bought 
25 Merrion square; and as Coleman he ran 
tue Scientific Electrical Works at 22 Char- 
lutte street. Counsel did not, and could not, 
suggest that the carrying on of business in 
three names was a criminal offence. Neither 
did he suggest that the purchase of shares 
or the establishment of an electro-therapeutic 
home was criminal. But he did suggest that 
the names of Anderson and Robbins were 
assumed for the purpose of fraud, and, if 
they were not so assumed originally, they 
were used later for the purpose of carrying 
out a deliberate and flagrant fraud against 
an insurance company and against traders, 
against creditors who entrusted him as Cole- 
man with their goods and value. 

On llth September, 1921, Henry Coleman 
was registered under the Business Names Act 
us the owner of a business at 22 Charlotte 
street, and for many years that business was 
apparently connected with the wireless trade 
and matters akin to it. In 1930 or 1931 he 
embarked on a wider sphere, and seems to 
have endeavoured to establish at 22 Char- 
lotte street by the purchase of electro- 
medical apparatus an electrical treatment in- 
stitute in which electricity was to be used 
for “Health and Beauty.” In advertising 
the premises he published a booklet, written 
by W. H. Coleman, B.Sc., M.LE.T., which 
counsel took to mean Bachelor of Science 
and Member of the Institute of Electrical 
Technicians. The address was given in the 
booklet as the Electrical Treatment Institute 
and the Scientific Electrical Works, 22 
Charlotte street, Dublin. It was an interest- 
ing booklet, and, while a man was entitled 
to puff his goods by proper and judicious 
advertising, counsel submitted that the 
publication of the booklet was one ‘of the 
first steps in a deliberate fraud. The book, 
which was well got up, was dated ‘‘ March, 
19531,” but bore no printer's name in this 
country. At page of it there was a 
definite statement by the author, whom he 
teok to be William Henry Coleman, as 
follows :—*‘‘ Electrical Treatment Institute. 
Dublin. Medical Director, Otto Mueller. 
Technical Director, W. H. Coleman, B.Sc., 


M.I.E.YT. 

“In January, 1930, Dr. Otto Mueller, of 
Berlin, visi Dublin with the object of 
establishing an electrical treatment clinic. 
Dr. Mueller had established similar elinics 
in Berlin and New York, of which he is 
medical director. As a result of exhaustive 
inquiry he decided to approach Mr. W. H 
Celeman, of the Scientific Electrical Works, 
Dublin, who has had 15 years’ wide ex- 
perience in the operation of all kinds of 
electric medical apparatus and _ electrical 
treatment generally. . . .”” 

The extract went on to state that satis- 
factory terms had been arranged, treatment 
rooms were equipped and fitted up with 
delicate measuring instruments ani regulat- 
ing apparatus, and the electrical equipment 
alone was valued at £8,000. Counsel asked 
the jury to bear that figure in mind.

It is interesting to consider how 
a place that was once a busy haunt of men 
can vanish in a few centuries and become 
greensward ; but I am told that observers 
from aeroplanes have noticed in several 
places in Ireland the remains of ancient 
villages.

At a little farmstead on the shores of 
Lough Enagh, in North Donegal, is pre- 
ancient ecennon-ball whose 


| history has been handed down by local 


tradition, The shanachies will tell you 
that it was once fired from a gun which 
was as famous in its own day as “ Long 
Tom “ or “ Big Bertha " in modern’ times. 
The “ Gommacam,” or torturing gun, as 
they called it, was used by the O’Donnell 
clan as far back as 1555. So powerful was 
this weapon that few of the fortifications 
of that time could withstand it. 

The chieftains of the North were well 
equipped with artillery in the sixteenth 
century, and after the destruction of the 
Spanish Armada in 1588, when six of the 
ships were wrecked on the Donegal coast 
alone, the great guns taken from them sur- 
monnted many a battlement from Dunluce 
to Sligo.* One of these was in existence at 
©’ Boyle’s Castle, near Glenties, until 1920, 
when it was loaded and trained on the 
local barracks. When the fuse was lit a 
deafening roar followed. The barracks 
was still intact, but the gun was nowhere 
to be seen.

PEASANT. DISCOVERS 


CEMETERY WHILE PLOUGHING ! 


An ancient burial place, where a family or 
clan interred its dead for nearly three 
thousand years, from the Bronze Age to the 
Teutonic era, has been found at Arnau, near 
Koenigsberg, the capital of East Prussia. ‘The 
discovery was “made, as so many archaeo- 
logical finds are, by a peasant ploughing his 
fields. 

So far thirty. graves have been laid bare on 
tlie site, states Reuter from Berlin. In one 
was the skeleton of a warrior of the time of 
Imperial Rome, with a spear and dagger at 
his right side and a lance, scythe, and shears 
at his left. Another grave, dating from 
early ‘Teutonic times, contained. a woman s 
skeleton, with a necklace, bronze clasps, a 
bone comb, with a. bronze back, an iron knife, 
and an amber shuttle.

NEWRY. 


Mr. J. M. Carroll, Managing Director of 
the well-known Dundalk firm of Messrs. P. 
J. Carroll and Co., manafacturers of ‘‘ Sweet 
Afton,” in an interview in connection with 
the rumour that his firm are about to open 
up premises in Newry, said :—It is quite true 
that we intend to celebrate our 110th year 
in business by opening a new factory—this 
time for cigarettes, and in Newry. We 
operate another factory in Liverpool, and 
have branches at Dublin, Cork, London and 
Glasgow, as well as the main factory at Dun- 
dalk, 

“Sweet Afton” have, as you know, the 
largest sale of any cigarette iu the Irish Free 
State. They have also found a very con- 
siderable demand in Northern Ireland and 
Great Britain. Hitherto they have been 
made solely in our Dundalk factory, but the 
demand in the other areas mentioned. has 
been increasing to such an extent that we 
have to restrict the numbers sent to Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, as we could 
no longer continue to bear the heavy import 
duties into these territories. le have 
consequently acquired an eminently suitable 
factory in- Edward street, Newry (formerly 
Wilson’s Mill), and are equipping it for 
cigarette-making with the very latest 
machipery, similar to that in use in Dundalk, 
and we hope to have our arrangements com- 
pleted early in the New Year. 

The plant will be operated, in the initial 
stages at any rate, by a highly-skilled staff 
from Dundalk, while a corresponding number 
from Newry will come to Dundalk to be 
trained for eventual employment in Newry. 
The tobacco used, the blending and manu- 
facturing processes, and, consequently, the 
finished product, will be identical with that 
of our Dundalk factory. 

The decision in no way affects the operation 
of our other factories, which will continue as 
heretofore.

He referred to milk containers in shops, into 
which the dust was blowing from the streets, 
and to the supply of milk m open vessels. 

The effect of contaminated milk on infant 
mortality was very great, particularly in the 
summer, when enteritis diabetes resulted. 
More i Age more persistent and 
insidious, was the effect of this milk in pro- 
ducing tuberculosis. They had in the Iri 
Free State the highest death-rate from tuber- 
culosis in the British Isles. In 1932 four to 
five hundred deaths from tuberculosis in this 
country could be traced to direct infection 
from milk; more than four times the number 

of crippling could be attributed to 
the same cause. . 

Why had the milk supply been allowed to 
go on, year after year, in this dangerous con- 
dition? A measure had been draited ready 
for introduction, but it had not been intro- 
duced, One ean only read into that, said Dr. 
Rowlette, that the ‘nterest of the dairy 
farmers has been so strong as to prevent the 
Government from taking steps that are ad- 
mitted to be necessary for safeguarding the 
braith of the young people of ths country. 

Public opinion is necessary to make this 
measure effective against the efforts of those 
who are financially interested in maintaining 
the present foul system. 


QUESTION OF PRICE. 

Tt had been said, he continued, that it 
would be impossible to produce milk at a 
price which would put it within 
reach of the general public if 
i, were subjected to the various tests 
woposed by the Government Commission. 
He, however, gave it as his opinion that it 
would be better to do without milk than to 
suffer the consequences of a contaminated 
supply. 

Dr. Rowlette praised the efforts of local 
authorities and voluntary workers to improve 
the health of the nation’s mothers, infants and 
school children. 


HOUSING, 


Mr. George Beckett, President of the Royal 
Institute of Architects of Ireland, addressed 
the meeting on housing as it relates to social 
problems. He referred to the need for 
specially trained, sympathetic women rent- 
collectors to deal with tenants of new houses 
provided in connection with slum clearance 
schemes. It was generally the woman of the 
house, he said, who interviewed the 
collector, and he argued that the various 
problems of the tenant could only be met 
by the woman rent-collector who understood 
them more intimately than was possible for 
a man. The Civics Institute had been in 
touch with Trinity College, Dublin, and the 
Provost had given an undertaking to start a 
course for partial training in social work, in- 
cluding rent-collecting. Practical training 
would be given by the Civics Institute. 

A great deal remained to be done to im- 
prove their housing conditions; the Govern- 
ment was marking time, so far as the very 
poor were concerned. A Dublin Corporation 
official had admitted to him recently that the 
number of single-roomed tenancies had not 
been substantially reduced, despite all the 
housing that had been carried out. The 
astonishing number of 80,000 persons remained 
living in single rooms in Dublin. 

The Rev. W. C. Simpson, M.A., who was 
in the chair, said tha the /rish Times re- 
cently had two articles suggesting that, as 
a moral equivalent for war, they needed a 
persistent campaign of so-ial effort, which 
would make Christian citizenship a noble 
adventure. He a that in the years 
of building which ime ahead of their city 
there was an opportunity for this sorial 
effort and adventure in one direction at 
least. Valuable work was being done by 
the Corporation in providing better housing 
accommodation, but, if care was not taken, 
they might have a repetition of the slom 
problem in a few years. Much needed to 
be done if families transferred from slums 
were to take full advantage of their new 
start in life. He suggested that voluntary 
workers should join together to share their 
knowledge of domestic science and the laws 
of health with their fellows. They must 
take their part as citizens in helping to 
make* homes from these new houses.

GERMANY’S BRITISH 
CREDITORS. 


“ NO CASE MADE FOR A 
TRANSFER REDUCTION.”

BERLIN, Thursday. 

On the completion of fhe negotiations 
between the delegates of Germany’s long 
and short term creditors and the Reichs- 
bank, the Reichsbank issued a communiqué 
to the Press, stating that the bank’s 
foreign currency position was fully ex- 
plained to the foreign delegates, and that 
all available statistical data as regards 
transfer were thoroughly discussed. 

The statement adds that the Reichsbank, 
before the end of December, would 
announce whether ' it considers itself to 
be in a position to maintain the cash 
payment of interest at the present level.’’ 

It is also stated that in the course of 
the conversations several groups of 
creditors suggested that in the interest of 
the continuance of relations existing be 
tween the creditors’ committee and the 


He applauded the| Reichsbank the former should be given 


an opportunity to express their views con- 
cerning special agreements on _ inter- 
ternational payments which the German 
Government might enter into and by 
which the interest of the creditc ; might 
be affected. 

The Reichs Minister of Economics in- 
formed the President of the Reichsbank 
that he would enable the creditors’ com- 
mittee to state its views before the agrec- 
ments had become effective. 

To this official German communiqué the 
British delegates wish to add:—‘‘ All the 
representatives of the creditors strongly 
express the view that transfer should con- 
tinue to be made on a basis at least as 
favourable to the creditors as at present, 
no case having been made out for a reduc- 
tion.” 

The discussions began the day before 
vesterday in order to reach an agreement 
to replace that. which expires at the end 
oí this month. 

The Conference left things much as they 
were, it is felt, inasmuch as present 
arrangements will, in all likelihood, be 
extended for another six months. The 
creditors obtained an important assur- 
ance, under the terms of which the special 
agreements with Holland and Switzerland, 
and scripts expiring on December ólst, 
would not be renewed except with the 
approval of the other creditors.

LOOPHOLES CLOSED. 


The Press Association understands that 
the previous agreement, which has existed

“The American policy of cabin-class 
ships was followed in this country only by 
the White Star Line, which brought the 
Britannic and the Georgic into this 
service,” a shipping director said last 
night. ‘‘ These ships differ very little 
from the big liners in point of comfort, 
and make the crossing usually in a day 
less than the American cabin ships. They 
have done very big business at the lower 
rates, and have been a serious opposition 
to the other British liners, as well as to 
the French, German and Italian. 

“Whether the fares on the biggest 
liners will be lowered or those on the 
‘cabin’ ships raised remains to be seen, 
but it is certain that the conference state- 
ment means that the disparity between the 
two rates will be lessened.”’

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, Prime Minister, 
last night gave the final broadcast of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation’s series, 
‘The Debate Continues.”’

MR. DE VALERA’S 
RESTRAINT. 


Despite the strong terms he used, the 
President spoke with a restraint such as 
he has never before displayed in dealing 
with important constitutional matters 
since he assumed office, and the House was 
impressed by the quiet temper of the 
speech. There was no demonstration during 
the whole speech save for a slight out- 
break of applause from a Fianna Fail 
deputy in the gallery when the President 
turned 40 the Privy Council isrue. 

Suggesting that Lord Hailsham had 
either forgotten the Statute of West- 
minister or that else the Statute was “a 
fraud upon the Dominions,’ he went on 
promptly to dismiss the former possibility, 
as Lord Hailsham was a lawyer. As he 
was a Minister in the British Government, 
he probably expressed the view of the 
Government as well.

capacity.

Governme:it of Newsundland 
had made the most praiseworthy and sta-nuous 
eForts to bring about a better state . of 
affairs, and it was. therefore, 
the more. significant that thet Government 
had endorsed the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission, and had entirely approved 
the propesals now made. 

The public deb* of Newfoundland amounted 
to seventeen and a half millions sterling, plus 
uine millions in Canadian dollars. The vearly 
interest amounted to nearly.a million, which 
was 65 per cent. of the total revenue of the 
country. There had been a deficit every year 
since the war, averaging two million Canadian 
dollars, and aggregating some 27 million 
dcilars. The current year’s deficit was esti- 
moted at about three and a half million 
dollars. This debt was out of all proportion 
to te Dominion’s capacity to pay, and there 
was imminent danger of a social and 
economic collapse. There were strong senti- 
mential objections to allowing Newfourd- 
lend, our oldest colonv, to defanit. 
The Government had decided, in the cir- 
cumstances, to accept financial responsibility 
for the administration of Newfoundland, and 
to place its Government in commission. 
Necessary financial advances would be made, 
and it was proposed that, whatever advances 
were necessary to make good the deficiencies 
is the Newfoundland budgets up to the end 
of 1936, would be in the nature of a free 
gift from this country. It was estimated 
that the total liability of Great Britain 
would be between one-and-a-half and two 
million pounds.

AVIATION, 
In the House of Lords, Lord Allen of Hurt- 


wood asked the Government to make a state- 
ment on their policy at the Disarmament 
Conference in regard to internationalisation 
of military and civil aviation, more especially 
as a method which would make it possible to 
grant equality to Germany while providing 
security of all nations. Discussing aviation, 


jhe said that a knock-out blow could still be 


administered to London in probably forty- 
eight hours, and it was no consolation to know 
that we conld do the same elsewhere, An 
increase in our Air Forces could only mean a 
new race in armaments, which would be a 
tragic end to the Disarmament Conference. 
and would immensely strengthen Germany's 
case for re-armament. There was an impera- 
tive need for a new policy at the Disarma- 
ment Conference. He suggested that a further 
effort should be made, when the Disarmament 
Conference resumed, to sécure international 
control of the total of military and civil 
aviation. Civil aviation should be not merely 
controlled, but internationally owned. i 

Lord Mottistone said that it was a complete 
and fantastic delusion to suggest that London 


could be paralysed by one single blow from 
the air. 


AIR MINISTER’S REPLY. 

The Marquess of Londonderry, in the 
course of his reply, referred to far-fetched 
conclusions and mis-statements which had 
appeared in the Press and been made on 
public platforms since he ‘ust addressed the 
House on the Government's air policy. He 
found it difficult to believe that assertions 
that the Government had decided to make 
enormous additions forthwith to their existing 
air armaments—even to the extent of doubling 
them—could have been made in good faith, 
and could be anything other than deliberate 
attempts to mislead the public and confuse 
the issue. 

The Government adhered to the policy 
with regard to air armaments which had been 
put forward at Geneva—that of parity for the 
Great Powers who at present pos- 
sessed air armaments, combined with 
their reduction from their present strength 
both in quantity and quality, pending the 
examination of the difficult and complicated 
question @f the internationalisation of civil 
aviation with a view to the abolition of air 
armaments of every kind if a really practic- 
able solution of that problem could be 
reached, Allan's real interest in the 
question of air armaments, stated in the 
simplest terms, was the erection of a ee. sod 
State at Geneva. Personally, Lord London- 
derry said, he did not think that the establish- 
ment of an internationalised air force at the 
disposal of the League of Nations was either 
a practicable or a desirable policy.

FREE STATE’S 


Mr. CONNOLLY. Minister for Lands and 
Forestry, moved that the Senate approve of 
the recommendations contained in the “Et 
of the Imperial Committee on Economic - 
sultation and Co-Operation, 1935, a copy of 
which was laid on’ the table of the Senate on 
6th December, 1933, and recommended the 
Executive Council to take the necessary steps 
to give effect thereto. 

President DE VALERA briefly explained 
the recommendations arising out of the Con- 
ference at Ottawa. The report proposed ¢o- 
operation more in line with international co- 
operation, in such cases as public health, and 
so on. The Empire Marketing Board had 
been disbanded, and its work in future would 
be carried on by the Imperial Economic Com. 
mittee, and certain work by the Imperial 
Shipping Committee. These undertakings 
were previously financed by the British 
Government, but under the new scheme they 
would be financed by contributions from the 
Governments of the Commonwealth, and the 
Saorstat’s contribution would be £960. 


“ PURPLE PATCHES.” 

Mr. MILROY said that they should give 
more than a mere perfunctory assent to t 
motion ,because it marked what, he thought, 
must be one of the purple patches in the 
career of the Minister for Lands, who pro- 
posed it. It was a unique moment. It marked 
the full incorporation of the Imperial ideal ip 
the philosophy of Fianna Fail. It was one of 
those moments when some of them who had 
heard the President and his colleagues de 
nounce the alien importation of the Imperial 
idea—one of those moments that made them 
realise the truth of the words, that there are 
more things in Heaven and earth than were 
ever deamt of in our philosophy. 

One wondered whether it marked another 
stage in the rake’s progress or whether it 
was the evolution. of a super-man that they 
were witnessing. Surely it was not possible 
that any one so wise, as the Minister looked, 
and so virtuous, as they had reason to believe 
him to be, could have erred in 1931 in his judg 
ment of such matters, or that the sweets of 
office had beguiled him into changing the 
views he then held to those he had expressed 
to-day—that conversion to believe in the 
views that were implied, if not expressed, by 
the proposer of the motion. 


IN 1931. 


In 1931 there was another report, not 
exactly identical, of another Imperial Con- 
ference, and when that report was’ presented 
for approval the Minister for Lands and 
Forestry, who was not then in office, used 
these pregnant, significant and delhberate 
words—‘‘I hold that we jeopardise our moral 

ition by our activity in connection with 
Mai Commonwealth Conferences. We 
give away our position by having any- 
thing to do with the Imperial forces that com- 
bine to make up the British Empire.’’ 

That day, as Minister, said Mr. Milroy, 
the man who spoke those words proposed the 
motion for approval for co-operation between 
these forces which made up the Empire or 
Commonwealth. 

anes. said Mr. Milroy, this is a moment 
which makes us stand aghast at the extra 
ordinary and so far inexplicable diversity of 
views which could be combined in the men- 
tality of one individual. There was not 
merely diversity, but a confliction of views. 

He heartily endorsed the motion approving 
of the recommendations in the report, but 
said he would like to know more of the 
reservation entered by Mr. Lemass, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. The reservation 
was that the Minister did not object to the 
oe of the report and the accompanying 
resolutions, but that he wished to make it 
kag clear that the Government of the 
rish Free State were not prepared to con- 
template the setting up of an Imperial 
Economic Secretariat or any similar organi- 
sation. That reservation should be more 
fully explained, for surely it was desirable 
to have as intelligent and effective a directing 
head as possible cf the organisation. The 
only reason that he could see why 
the reservation was put in by Mr. Lemass 
was that Mr. Lemass wished’ to 
show -that he, at least, was in accord still 
with the views expressed in 1931 by the pro- 
poser of the present motion, ‘‘that we give 


with the imperial forces that combine to make 
up the Empire.”’ 


MR. MacENTEE’S SPEECH. 

Surely, said Mr. Milroy, that is not in 
accord with the statement made bye the 
Minister for Finance in the Chamber of Com- 
merce when he expressed the earnest desire of 
the Government of the Saorstat that the 
relations between the peoples of Ireland and 
Great Britain should be. amicable and 
cordial, and further said: " We recognise that 
in many important matters the two peoples 
have a community of interest and common 
concern, and we believe it is not beyond the 
capacity of the two peoples to arrive at an 
understanding that will be honourable and 
lasting. 

He would like to know further to what 
extent it was proposed to avail themselves of 
the institutions that were contemplated by 
approving of the motion, The report before 
them outlined and portrayed a form of 
Commonwealth organism which had been in 
a state of growth, and had been approved and 
strengthened, but it differed from those 
services referred to by the President. It was 
specifically and emphatically a Commonwealth 
organism, of which the Free State by that 
motion was going to become an integral part, 
and as that organism grew and developed it 
was going to bring together those other 
States and entities making up the British 
Commonwealth—bind them together with 
links stronger than steel, and links that

declared under the sign-matual of the 
Sovereign for the time being.

Was that what the people were asked to 
approve, or were they to contemplate the 
setting-up of a rival dynasty, and that the 
Sovereign of the Royal Irish Republic would 
nominate this President? Were they to accept 
this report and, at the same time, ask the 
people to take a step that was going to smash 
up the Commonwealth, or could they with 
dignity write to Mr. Thomas and ask him for 
permission to establish an Irish Republic’ 
The people deserved to know where they 


stood. 
A MOST FOOLISH THING. 

The Free State had all necessary freedom, 
and it was not by creating a spirit of dis- 
turbance or confusing standards that they 
were going to bring in the North. 

Mr. Dowdall said that the Free State s 
co-operation was purely voluntary, and he 
considered that its participation In common 
with England, New Zealand, Australia and 
other countries in connection, with the work 
ot the Economic Committee was valuable, It 
was idle to try to give the Report a political 
significance which it had not, and they were 
not deceived by Senator Milroy. 


Mr. DOUGLAS said that rather than to 
have political consistency it was better for 
the Government to do the right thing when 
the time came. The House was asked to 
approve of the report, because the Govern- 
ment believed that in this particular instance 
co-operation was of value to this State. They 
found satisfaction in knowing that the Go- 
vernment did see their way to co-operate with 
the members of the British Commonwealth, 
even to the extent recommended in the 
report. 

“I do believe that on the basis of 
freedom,” said M:. Douglas, '' this country 
would be. happier and more contented and 
better governed as a member of the British 
Commonwealth than in any other way, and 
though I do not know whether this is the 
view of the absolute majority or not, | am 
satisfied it would be-the view of the majority 
if it were fairly and squarely put to them 
My regret is that undue emphasis has been 
laid on certain things that are relatively un- 
important, and that no Government has gone 
to the trouble of enabling the ordinary en 
to know the extent which we can gain by co- 
operation. This debate may do a considerable 
amount of good if it makes the people inquire 
to see what they may have by free member- 
ship of the British Commonwealth of Nations. 


THE MAJORITY’S VIEW. 


“1 have spent a good deal of m 
studying political development “within

| British Commonwealth, and 1 am absolutely 


convinced that the members of the British 
Commonwealth have a constitutional and 
moral right to secede, if it is to their interest 
to do so. I am equally convinced that it 
would be the most foolish thing that this 
country could do, and 1 think that it is a 
matter of tho greatest regret that our 
leaders—I am not questioning their sincerity— 
feel it necessary to put it before the people 
that we are within the Commonwealth be- 
cause we are forced to be there. I believe 
we should consider the matter as a nation, 
who are prepared to do what the majority ot 
our people want. So far as | am concerned, 
if the majority of the people declare for a 
Republic, 1 would be as loyal as 1 am at the 
present moment, and that is the only attitude 
an Irishman can take. IL think it is un- 
fortunate that this matter comes before us 
when certain public matters are rg | dis- 
cussed. I expressed the view in this House 
a few weeks ago that the three bills were 
within the Treaty and the Constitution. I am 
still of the same opinion. 1 think that the 
value of the resolution before us, if properly 
used, is the fact that the members of this 
Government, while hclding the views we all 
know they hold, are prepared to allow the 
ram of this country to co-operate. I 
elieve the only future for us is within the 
‘British Commonwealth of Nations, and | 
believe it is a future on the basis of absolutely 
free co-operation.”’ 


NO APOLOGY NEEDED. 
Mr. CONNOLLY said that he did not see 


any justification for an apology as regards 
political inconsistency. The position of all in 
the Fianna Fail Partv and the Government 
was clearly known to Mr. Douglas and to the 
Irish people. It was that in a very 
definite viewpoint, which in no way re- 
pudiated anything they had done in 
the past, they accepted a system as an 
inheritance from their predecessors in office, 
and proceeded to @perate within that system, 
and without any repudiation of their definite 
political aims. He reminded Mr. Milroy that 
the formal moving of a resolution did not 
necessarily imply that one was 100 per cent. 
heart and soul with it. Often a resolution 
was moved with the deliberate purpose of 
having certain opinions expressed on it. He 
was at the various conferences when dis- 
cussions on the report arose, and, in spite of 
his bad historical background, he was not 
ruled out of order. Nobody at the conferences 
had any illusions as regards his viewpoint,

Mr. BAGWELL said that the bill was the 
extension of a very old principle, and it 
might be questioned whether it was wise, 
even in the interest of the class, which such 
legislation protected, to adopt a generous 
scheme of compensation. The employer had 
to meet those liabilities, and if they were 
made too severe it might stop employment. 
Generous schemes meant that the cost of 
insurance would be greater, and the need for 
insurance would be much greater. He agreed 
that there should be a scheme of insurance 
against émployer’s liability. 

If the system of compensation was to be 
more generous, he said, obviously the cost 
and need for insurance was greater than 
before. There was a very large number of 
employers that did not insure adequately, 
and there should be bound up with this legis- 
lation a large and simple system of insurance 
against employer's liability. If that was not 
done the responsible employer who insured 
adequately would find it costing him a lot 
more than if everybody insured. 

Mr. SEAN MILROY said that the section 
nen with the casual employment of men 
around their employers’ residences might pre- 
vent men from getting such employment. He 
wished that the Minister would produce 
statistics showing the number of accidents 
to people in such employment. He was also 
dissatisfied with the section dealing with in- 
juries received by Saorstat employes of Saor- 
stat employers outside the jurisdiction of the 
State. 

BLACK-COATED WORKERS. 

Mr. FORAN said that workers under the 
new bill would be adversely affected. Few 
changes from the old measure had been made, 
and the Minister seemed to have followed the 
well-worn track, In certain industries, where 
accidents were frequent, benefits were to be 
reduced from 35s. to 30s. per week. . That 
was the recommendation in a minority report 
from the employers’ side. Accidents to 
“- black-coated’ workers were few, and, there- 
fore, insurance companies would benefit by 
their inclusion. He appealed for a provision 
under which persons, say, blinded by an 
accident should be allowed 20 per cent. over 
the normal allowances, in order to pay ‘helpers 
who would guide them round. 

There would not, he thought, be any proper 
solution for workmen's compensation until it 
was properly nationalised, ere was no 
great difficulty about that, since it was closely 
allied to State instrance and unemployment. 

Mr. DUFFY said that all workers ought to 
be insured through a central State insurance 
rcheme whereby the same benefits would be 
provided for all classes of workers. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. LEMASS, replying, said that he did 
not believe that the inclusion of casual 
workers within the scope of the measure 
was going to prevent them from being em- 
ployed. If they were going to have compul- 
sory insurance, they must ensure that they 
would be able to enforce such a scheme satis- 
factorily. The bill was designed to ensure 
the payment of compensation in respect of 
accidents occurring within the jurisdiction. 
A foreign worker was entitled to claim com- 
pensation against a foreign employer. A Free 
State employer or a foreign employer engaging 
Free State workmen would also be liable to 
pay compensation. It was, however, quite 
clear that anything put into the bill would 
ensure for a Free State employé compensation 
from a foreign employer who had no assets 
here. That could done only following an 
juternational arrangement. 

The -bill would give power to enter into 
such a reciprocal arrangement, and it was 
proposed to endeavour to do so. 

The second reading was passed, and the 
Committee stage was fixed for the first meet- 
ing after Christmas. ‘

FREE STATE. 


P “i the timber statistics of production 


in the timber, vehicle making, textile, 

clothing and metal trades, compiled in 
connection with the 1931 census of produc- 
tion in the Free State, have been issued by 
the Statistics Branch of the Free State De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce. 

In the clothing industry it is shown that 
the total value of products and work done in 
1931 was £1,347,246. ‘This represents a very 
slight advance on the figure for 1929, which 
amounted to £1,.345,977. The total number of 

ersons engaged in the indastry in mid- 
)ctober of 1931 was 6,611, as against 6,000 
in the corresponding period of 1929, there 
being an advance in the numbers of both 
employers and wage-earners other than out. 
workers, while the number of out-workers had 
dropped from 6035 in 1929 to 558 im 1951. 
Salaries imcreased from £64,455 in '929 to 
£65,520 in 1931, and wages from £309,542 to 
£544, 

There was a falling-off in production in 
the linen, cotton, hemp, and jute trades, 
the combined production of these hein 
worth £496.705 in 1929, but only £327, 
in 1931. ‘The decline was reflected in the 
number of persons engaged, whith was 1,802 
in 1929, and 1,662 in 1931, and the amounts 

aid. in salanes anc wages. which were 

17,806 and £106,284, respectively, in 1929. 
and only £15,907 and 85,227 m 1921. 


THE TIMBER TRADE, 

In the t:mber trade production fell from 
£863.836 in 1929 to £778,162 in 1931, the 
numbers <ngaged failing accordingly from 
2.580 to 2.338. salaries from £357,860 to 
£36,008. and from £303,816 to 
£270,244. 

For the coach, wagon motor body 
building,, and motor vehicle constructing in- 
dustries, there was a decline in production 
from £1,636.406 in 1929 to £1,064.436 in 
1951. ‘This is explained by the huge falling- 
eff im the class coming under the heading of 
‘‘complete vehicles, mechanically-propelled, 
inclu ting tractors,’’ the production of which 
was worth £1,000,000 in the former year. and 
only £325,048 in the latter. The serious 
effect which this had on the Free State 
employment situation is shown by the fact 
that there were only 969 persons engaged in 
the industries in 1931, compared with 4,958 
in 1929.-. Nevertheless, salaries in the latter 
year amounted to £42,064 as against £45,013 
mm the former, and wages to £575,229 as
